He told of armored trains carrying ma- 
chine gun? that swept through the strike 
district and related stories of men am- 
bushed and shot down. At least a score 
of skirmishes were detailed by him in 
nearly all of which men were killed or 
wounded. 


Gen. Klliott told of the capture by the 


state troops of six machine guns cap- 
able of firing l">n shots a minute, and 
1211.000 
rounds 
of 
ammunition. 
He 


identified photographs of a sheet iron 
fort built by mine guards at Mucklow, 
find told of the capture of hundreds of 
"man killing" guns, many of them "hid- 
den out" in hollow trees and mountain 
caves after the militia took charge of 
the strike district. 


Details the Fighting. 


Trains held up. mine tipples burned, 


pitched battles between mine guards and 
miners were all detailed by lien. Kl- 
liott*. who said that all of these affairs 
were ivporti-d io him. 
He detailed a 


general engagement at Mucklow. Holly 
(.Jrove, on I'nint Crc»k. and Honda, Cabin 
creek, on Feb. 1". when a mine book- 
keeper and a miner named Estep were 
killed. 
This resulted in a second de- 


claration of martial law and (Jen. El- 
liott saiil that when he went into the. 
lii-Id with troops the night of Keb. 10. a 
dynamite bomb was found on (he rail- 
road tracks nhcnd of his troop train.

OF »RESS 


She Faces Today Different 


Civilization, Says Vice 


President. 


TALK TO GRADUATES 


Terre Haute, Ind., June II.—That the 


mission of th« woman of today is to co- 
ordinatu the head and heart of man was 
(he text of the address delivered by Vice 
President Thoman R. Marshall yester- 
day at the twenty-second annual com- 
mencement exercises 01 St. Mary's-of- 
the-Woods. 


Tho oxerciaet were held in St. Cecelia 


hull in the old seminary building of tho 
famous educational institution, nnd the 
large room was crowded to thn doors 
wjt.h invited guests of the school. 


Thirty-four graduates of the college 


cotirso of tli« institution received diplo- 
mas from Rt. Rev. Francis S. Clmtard, 
bishop of tho Indianapolis dioceio, who 
made a brief nddresa of welcome to Mr 
Marshall. 


.Seventeen young 
women, graduates 


from the seminary, also received diplo- 
mas, while members of other classes re- 
ceived awards of merit. 
Mr. Marshall 


said in pnrt: 


"One of the principles upon which this 


country of ours was founded is the doc- 
trine of the segregation of the church 
and state. 
In temporal nffnirs the'state 


is supreme, while in spiritual nflairs tho 
church is supreme. 
There is just us 


much chance for tho church becoming 
supreme in governmental affairs as then; 
is for the state to rule in spiritual af- 
fairs. 


"The individualism of the American ns 


taught by Thomas Jefferson, while it has 
separated the church and state, has left 
out religion. 
Individualism without re- 


ligion makes a man become n mere cog 
in the machinery of the world. I do not 
believe a man can attain the highest 
pinnacle in governmental affairs without 
he has a feeling of reverence for the 
church and a love for Jesus Christ. His- 
tory has had no time to record the name 
of a man who has made money but noth- 
ing else. 


"These young women today arc going 


out into an entirely different civilization 
than any previous class has faced. They 
will stand, I am sure, for one thing and 
that is, the home. I have no four that 
any $5 divorce lawyer will thrive £t the 
expense of this class. 


"It will be the mission of these young 


women to co-ordinate the head and the 
heart of man. There are too many heads 
running at large without hearts. The 
head receives its training from the state, 
from its schools, while the heart receives 
its training from the church.'

Noted Indiana Pioneer and 


Civil War Veteran 


Passes Away. 


HAD EMINENT CAREER 


Waterloo, Ind., June 11.—Gen. Lew 


•T. Blair, oldest pioneer-in DcKalh coun- 
ty and widely noted veteran of the civil 
war. died at his home here yesterday 
Ho wan 80 years old and the: infirmities 
incident to age coupled with locomotor 
ftta^ia, from which ho had suffered for 
a long time, caused his death. 
' 


(iiMicml Blair was one of the most fa- 


miliar figures in this part of the state 
and at "tho time of his death was tin 
curliest 
surviving settler 
of 
DeKull 


county. Born in Franklin county, Ohio, 
he came when a hoy with his father to 
(his county in I8:)fi, the family taking 
up a tract of land near St. .foe. Dur- 
ing his earlier years Lew Blair workeil 
nn a farm, hut in 1H57 he took up his 
residence in Newvi^e, where he began 
the practice of law. Soon after the out- 
break of the rebellion he joined the 
armies of the union. 


One, day while working on a straw 


stack on a farm nearby .Joseph Kniner, 
who is living in Auburn at this pres- 
ent day, urged Blair to go to Indian- 
apolis and gut a commission to form a 
company nnd furnished tho money to 
pay his expenses. On his return a re- 
cruiting office was opened in JCewvillo 
and iij a short time one hundred and 
ten men had signed the roll, and Lew 
Blair was elected captain and the com- 
pany was mustered in as Company H, of 
the 
Eighty-Eighth 
Indiana Infantry, 


lie was nn intrepid soldier, respected by 
his men, whose comfort lie was always 
looking after. He took part in many 
of the battles and at Missionary Ridge 
he was wounded. 
He .was in that 


memorable march with Sherman to the 
sea and fought, his way through the 
south. 
At the close of the war was 


mnjor and was breveted brigadier gen- 
eral. 
During the war he made visits 


home and made loyal 
speeches and 


aroused the patriotic sentiments of the 
people, perhaps more than any other 
soldier that went forth from DeKalb 
county. 
— 


He made his homo in Auburn where 


he opened a law office, and began the 
active practice of his profession. 
In 


ISGoy- us a reward for his services, the 
;rateful people of this county elected 
im as county treasurer. 
During the 


second . year of his administration the 
safe of the treasurer's office was opened 
and looted of about twenty thousand 
rlollnrs. 
There were wild stories afloat 


at the time nnd some tried to implicate 
L/cw Blair in the robbery. Political ene- 
mies sought his over-throw, but they 
were not successful. 


After his term of office expired he 


moved to Waterloo, which at that time 
was a thriving town and opened a law- 
office 
and continued in active prac- 


.ice until about sixteen years ago, when 
ie closed his office, sold his bribks and 
ived 
from the 
pension Nhe received. 


Hariy stories nrc told of the cases he 
won and lost. 
He was ranked as a 


iriminal lawyer and was an eloquent 
deader before a jury. His name is still 
arricd on the bar calendar and with the 
late 1850, the year of his admission. 


He was twice married, by his first 


wife, who died twenty or more years 
ago, he had three children, Rose, who 
died in Texas several years ago; Ida, 
ivho resides in Epwich, South Dakota, 
ind Frank, who is located at Laporte. 


He was married to Mrs. Colby, of 


\endallville, sixteen years ago, and she 
las been a 
faithful 
nurse nnd com- 


>nnion to him in the declining years of 
lis life.

General Elliott 
presented 


copies of the requests of the sheriffs of 
Kanawha, Raleigh and Fayetto counties 
for military aid, and the various, orders 
of former Governor Glasscock and plac- 
ing the military in full charge of the 
striko zone. 


tinder examination tiy Senator Borah, 


General Elliott described the trial of 
offenders by the military court after 
the civil courts had been superseded. Tie 
furnished copies of the orders of the 
commission in a list of canes disposed of. 


Fifty-one Sentenced. 


The documents produced by Oeneral 


Elliott, showed ftl men sentenced by the 
military court. Trivate F. L. Long, tried 
for the murder of Ira Ridd, was acquit- 
ted by the court. 
Robert Hartigan, a 


mine guard, charged with doing police 
duty as a non-resident of the state, was 
sentenced twice., accoralng to the list, 
each time to pay a fine, of 5600 and to 
serve six months in prison.

sentenceu to sixty days.
